There are times when you have to think the laser videodisc 
player is star-crossed. Many experts believed the player, along 
with its software, should’ve been one of the most successful 
consumer electronics entertainment devices ever introduced. 

It is an astounding achievement, combining laser, optical 
and semiconductor technology with a degree of micropreci- 
sion control that exists elsewhere only in research labs. But 
few people buy technology. What they do buy are products 
that fill a need, and nothing 
on the market now fills the 
need for packaged video 
software like laser video. 

Without question the for- 
mat supplies the best TV pic- 
tures, which is why most 
manufacturers use laser 
players to demonstrate their 
high-resolution color TVs. It 
also provides digital stereo 
and offers high-speed ran- 
dom access for almost in- 
stant call of any segment on 
the disc. The discs them- 
selves are relatively inexpen- 
sive, can be produced in high 
volume and never wear out. 

So with all that going for 
it, why are there only about 
a half million videodisc 
players in American homes? 
The answer is that there are 
42 million videocassette 

recorders in American homes—and the number is climbing. 

Had the videodisc player arrived at the start of the ’70s the 
figures, at least for players in use, would have been very dif- 
ferent. But it didn’t get here until 1979, just as the VCR market 
exploded. Initial interest in disc players was high, but given 
the choice between two expensive video sources, consumers 
opted for the VCR, primarily because of its ability to record. 

Despite its dismal sales performance, the laser system was 
kept alive almost single-handedly by Pioneer because of the 
company’s unshakable belief that the disc’s time would come. 
That confidence started paying off, albeit modestly, just over 
a year ago. Long-time VCR-owning videophiles looking for 
something new to add to their equipment collection 
rediscovered laser video and its superior performance, and 
sales began picking up. 

This year a new wrinkle is being added: CD-Video, the five- 
inch optical disc that can supply up to 20 minutes of digital 
audio plus a five-minute video clip. It’s coming this fall with 
the hardware backing of Dutch Philips, its US consumer elec- 
tronics arm Magnavox plus Panasonic and Yamaha of Japan 
and the support of most major record companies. As an- 
nounced, CD-V, a cross between the now familiar digital 
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Star-crossed Format Battles 
Yet Another Recording Threat 





audio compact discs and laser videodiscs, holds the promise 
of sparking broad consumer interest in videodiscs. 

But once again the introduction puts the disc in direct com- 
petition with the VCR. The CD-V launch will coincide almost 
exactly with the first market appearance of Super VHS VCRs. 
These decks can supply a picture equal to, if not better than, 
that obtainable from laser video, and certainly one that ex- 
ceeds the display capability of 90 percent of the color TVs 
in use. Most will also have 
VHS Hi-Fi for super stereo 
audio comparable to that of 
compact discs. 

So, shades of 1979! 
Buyers will again have to 
choose between two very 
expensive video gadgets, 
one that is capable of re- 
cording and one that isn’t. 

The first CD-V players 
will be triple-threat ma- 
chines that handle eight- and 
12-inch laser discs, standard 
CDs plus CD-Vs. The new 
machines will be priced in 
the $800-$900 range. Their 
multiplay capability is 
necessary because there will 
be few CD-V discs actually 
available, despite the num- 
ber of different titles that 
may appear in the catalog. 
And the supply is likely to 
remain fairly low for at least a year or two as record com- 
panies wait for the player population to build. Less expen- 
sive CD/CD-V players should be showing up by the end of 
next year, mainly to appeal to the teenage market. 

Don’t expect a flood of software support for Super VHS, 
either. While there will be some prerecorded demo tapes 
around, don’t look for Platoon, Top Gun or any of the other 
recent hits to come out in that format for quite 
some time. With prices starting at around $1,300, Super VHS 
VCRs won't be taking the market by storm, and tapes recorded 
in Super VHS can't be played on any of the VCRs now in use. 
Software suppliers can also be expected to hold back until the 
number of Super VHS VCRs sold makes issuing cassettes in 
that format economically attractive.

FRENCH ELECTRONICS GIANT BUYS

NEW TUBE: BIGGEST EVER 


The world’s largest, heaviest 
and most expensive direct-view 
color TV has been introduced in 
Japan by Panasonic’s parent com- 
pany, Matsushita. The new col- 
or TV, boasting a 41-inch picture 
tube, is slated to hit the market in 
Japan this month at a whopping 
list price equivalent to $12,800. A 
special matching stand with built- 
in stereo speakers will go for 
$675, creating a $13,475 package. 
No decision has been made оп a 
date for export sales. 

The TV, which weighs in at a 


hefty 308 pounds, includes Dolby 
Surround and comes with built- 
in 10-watt front and five-watt rear 
stereo amplifiers. It also has an S- 
connector for use with S-VHS. 
Matsushita claims that with the 
help of newly developed comb 
filters in the chassis, the set offers 
up to 560 lines of horizontal 
resolution. But considering the 
high price, it’s doubtful many 
home users will be able to enjoy 
it. Bars, hotels and other public 
places will probably be the prime 
market for the set. (R.G.) 





INTERACTIVE CD GAMES DUE

Keep an eye on CD-I. Parker 
Brothers, the company behind 
Clue and other popular board 
games, recently signed an agree- 
ment with American Interactive 
Media “to explore the develop- 
ment of games for use on CD-I 
[compact disc-interactive] sys- 
tems,” according to an AIM 
spokesperson. 

AIM, an offshoot of Holland- 
based PolyGram International 
and N.V. Philips, contended from 
its inception that interactive com- 
pact discs would have many game 
applications. The Parker Brothers 
pact represents the first written 
commitment by a game manufac- 
turer to this developing video 
technology. 

Parker Brothers enjoyed con- 
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siderable success with its video- 
cassette version of Clue and vid- 
eogames such as The Empire 
Strikes Back and Frogger. AIM's 
president, Bernard Luskin, ex- 
plains that Parker Brothers' 
"history of success in developing 
games for new technologies" 
drew AIM's attention. 

"CD-I looks like the next 
wave," according to Sam Kjell- 
man, Parker Brothers’ manager 
of new ventures research, “Ъе- 
cause it would combine the best 
of all forms of entertainment 
technology—audio, video, text 
and data—into a single entertain- 
ment medium.” 

Initial research will assess the 
possibilities of translating such 
top-selling board games as 
Monopoly, Clue and Risk into the 
CD-Interactive format. 


TWO AMERICAN TV HOLDOUTS

America’s leading VCR and 
TV brand shifted to foreign own- 
ership in July when the French 
manufacturing giant Thomson 
Group reached an agreement to 
purchase the GE-RCA Consum- 
er Electronics Division from 
General Electric. The deal will 
leave Zenith as the last remaining 
US maker of color TVs. 

GE, which acquired RCA in 
June '86, sold the consumer elec- 
tronics division in exchange for 
Thomson’s lucrative medical 
technology division and an 
estimated $800 million in cash. 
When the transaction is com- 
pleted, probably by the end of this 
year, Thomson will become the 
leading marketer of color TVs 
and VCRs in the US, as well as 
the third owner of the RCA name 
in less than two years. 

Thomson will acquire the GE-

RCA headquarters and engineer- 
ing and design center in Indiana- 
polis, various TV and TV com- 
ponent plants in the US, Mexico 
and overseas, as well as other 
assets. The remainder of RCA's 
businesses—including the NBC 
network—will stay with GE. 
Relatively unknown here, 
Thomson, over the last five years, 
has become Europe’s second 
largest consumer electronics 
company, trailing only the Dutch 
electronics giant N.V. Philips in 


size. Thomson owns its own col- 
or picture tube plant and is a part- 
ner with Japan’s JVC in JT Hold- 
ings, which manufactures VCRs 
and components in Europe. 

The company has annual con- 
sumer electronics sales of about 
$2.9 billion, nearly matching 
GE-RCA’s $3.2 billion. 

At a recent news conference in 
New York, Alain Gomez, Thom- 
son’s dynamic 49-year-old chair- 
man, stressed that the change in 
ownership is not expected to 
mean immediate changes in GE- 
RCA product lines or marketing 
operations. Eventually, though, 
Thomson will have to phase out 
the GE brand name. While 
Thomson is getting permanent 
rights to the use of the RCA 
name, it will have to stop 
marketing under the GE logo 
within 10 years. 

Gomez did stress that the com- 
pany will try to integrate the 
research and development clout 
of GE-RCA and Thomson’s 
European operations. He added 
that the company’s worldwide 
market position would give it 
more leverage in future format 
discussions. 


FCC CHANGE

The Federal Communications 
Commission jettisoned its long- 
established Fairness Doctrine by 
a unanimous decision in August. 
The doctrine had required broad- 
casters to present alternate points 
of view on controversial issues. 

The FCC argues that with so 
many broadcast outlets today, the 
Fairness Doctrine is no longer 
necessary to encourage different 
points of view. Under the new 
ruling, television and radio would 
have the same freedoms under 
the First Amendment as books 
and newspapers. Members of 
Congress and other groups sup- 
porting the doctrine have vowed 
to fight the ruling. 


CHINESE SETS TO INVADE USA 


If you think TV sets and other 
electronics products from Korea 
are inexpensive, get ready for the 
next wave in low-cost Asian prod- 
ucts. The Chinese are coming. 

Over the past four years the 
People’s Republic of China has 
purchased more than a dozen 
color-T V assembly plants, along 
with production know-how, from 
such Japanese manufacturers as 
Hitachi, JVC, Matsushita and 
Toshiba. According to estimates, 
the country can now turn out 
more than five million sets an- 
nually. Many of those sets may 
soon be coming our way. 

MTC Electronic Technolo- 
gies, based in Canada, says it has 
signed a $161 million contract to 
purchase 700,000 color TVs and 
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other products from the China 
National Electronic Import- 
Export Agency, which represents

manufacturers there. The con- 
tract marks the first stage of a 
five-year agreement under which 
MTC has rights to distribute 
Chinese electronics in the US 
and Canada. 

As part of that agreement, 
MTC says it will participate in 
a $78 million joint venture to 
manufacture VHS VCRs in China 
for export. MTC says it will also 
help China obtain manufacturing 
technology for other advanced 
consumer electronics products. 

In its statement, MTC said it 
participated with the Chinese 
agency in the display of color 
TVs at the Summer Consumer 
Electronics Show in Chicago and 
that it received substantial orders 
from some major US retail 
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chains. The TVs exhibited at the 
show were all 13- and 19-inch 
monitor-look sets. (R.G.) 





NEW BOOST 


FOR COLORIZERS

The trend toward colorizing 
black-and-white movies and TV 
shows may now intensify due to 
a recent ruling by the US Copy- 
right Office that the computer- 
colored versions are entitled to 
copyright protection. 

In many cases, the older 
black-and-white movies that are 
candidates for colorization are in 
the public domain, their copy- 
rights having expired. Com- 
panies, such as Turner Entertain- 
ment and Hal Roach Studios, 
which have been colorizing 
movies at a cost of about $3,000 
a minute, have been concerned 
that others might simply copy 
and sell the colorized versions 
without any legal penalty. 

In order to be eligible for 
copyright protection, the color- 


izers have to demonstrate “а cer- 
tain minimum amount of indi- 
vidual creative human author- 
ship." In other words, it isn't 
enough simply to add a few tints 
to an old movie; a certain 
amount of work and artistic 
judgment have to go into the 
product. 

The new ruling means pro- 
gram suppliers will be able to 
market their colorized movies 
and TV shows more aggressive- 
ly to TV and cable outlets. In the 
long run, it should also mean 
more colorized cassettes. 

The ruling won't silence the 
Directors Guild of America, 
which sees red every time a 
classic is converted. The DGA 
has fought the colorizing trend 
at every opportunity, and may try 
to challenge this ruling in court. 
Responding to the ruling, movie 
director John Huston remarked, 
“My only comment is any four- 
letter word you can think of.”

BILL TO 
SHIELD KIDS 


FROM X VID

Congressional action is needed 


to keep "obscene videotapes" out 
of youngsters' hands, according to 
Rep. Joseph DioGuardi. So the 
New York Republican has in- 
troduced the Childrens Home 
Video Protection Act (H.R. 
2605), an effort to prevent video 
stores and mail-order dealers 
from peddling obscene movies to 
anyone under 18. 

The proposed legislation, says 
DioGuardi, will “send a message 
to sleaze video dealers that they 
better be prepared to spend up to 
one year in jail" or pay stiff fines 
for selling or renting hardcore 
material to youngsters. 

DioGuardi also would like to 
restrict youths’ access to violent 
programming, but he admits it 
will be harder to crack down on 
video violence. Indeed, one rea- 
son he is focusing on X-rated 
movies is that Supreme Court rul- 
ings on obscene material give law 
enforcement officials a guideline. 

Washington insiders don't ex- 
pect quick action on DioGuardi's 
proposed legislation, especially 
since he is not a member of the 
judiciary committee that would 
have to review the bill. (G.A.) 


CABLE JUKEBOX 


“You are the veejay,” according 
to the promos from Video Juke- 
box Network, a cable/video chan- 
nel that wants every viewer to pick 
the music that will be shown 
around the clock. And by year's 
end, homes in as many as 30 cities 
may be able to select videos from 
a play list of about 100 new and 
classic performances. 

Unlike MTV and other cable 





music channels, Video Jukebox 
requires viewers to pay for what 
they see. In the pilot program in 
Miami, viewers pay $1 per play 
when they request a specific 
video on the Video Jukebox cable 
channel. The titles—including 
the latest rock and country music 
videos plus vintage perfor- 
mances—appear between songs 
as a TV screen that resembles a 
diner booth jukebox. 

When a viewer wants to re- 
quest a specific video, he or she 
dials a local phone number and 
then uses the telephone keypad to 
enter a three-digit code for the 
music video. A $1 charge is add- 
ed to the phone bill for requesting 
that song. Video Jukebox then 
queues up that video for presen- 
tation. Usually the video appears 
within a half hour, although at 
primetime there could be a wait 
of up to 90 minutes. 

Miami viewers have quickly 
embraced the service. Video 
Jukebox is receiving nearly 400 
calls per day, keeping it pro- 
grammed by viewers full time. 
There is no word on which other 
cities will get the service. 

The company that runs Video 
Jukebox says many other types of 
video-on-demand could be pro- 
grammed—including sports high- 
lights, favorite comedians and 
shopping catalogs. (G.A.) 


DISC IS IT

Laser disc prices are headed 
down, and quality up, said 
Pioneer Video executives at the 
recent opening of the company's 
refurbished disc-pressing plant in 
Carson, California. 

Pioneer brass also said they are 
looking into producing five-inch 
CD-Video discs at the plant as 
well. But Pioneer stressed that 
the plant's main function will be 
keeping up with the increased de- 
mand for 12-inch videodiscs. The 
$10 million overhaul has given the 
plant the ability to crank out 
about 350,000 discs per month, 
with far fewer rejects than before. 
Both factors should lead to cost 
savings. The plant upgrade in- 
cluded installing high-level 
"clean rooms" and robotic 
assembly lines. 

The plant opening also fanned 
reports that Pioneer is preparing 
to unveil a Super LaserVision 
system to compete with the quality 
boost of the new S-VHS format.

‘BUYER’S 


WHAT'S NEW? The VCR sitting in your 


home entertainment center probably has lots go- 
ing for it. Perhaps it’s a stereo machine, with four 
heads and great sounding Hi-Fi audio. If it’s a VHS 
model, chances are it features HQ picture- 
enhancement circuitry and is 
capable of performing at least 
some neat tricks—relatively crisp 
freeze-frames, slow-motion and 
scanning—perhaps by means of 
digital circuitry. But that VCR now 
belongs to another, older 
generation—thanks to Super 
VHS, the most significant leap 
forward in home video since the 
introduction of the VCR itself. 
What is it? Put simply, Super 
VHS (or S-VHS) is a video system capable of 
delivering nearly double the picture resolution of 
standard VHS.

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the term "system" because—although an S-VHS 
deck can play conventional VHS tapes through an 
ordinary TV's audio/video or RF inputs—to real- 
ly strut its incredible stuff, special S-VHS tape and 
a monitor/receiver equipped with something called 
an S-connector are needed.

necessarily for long—ED Beta is reportedly 
on the way), you'll probably want an 
S-VHS VCR. 

Prices are somewhat steep: in the 
$1,200-plus range. And blank S-VHS tape 
carries a price tag in the $20 neighborhood, 
which may shock those accustomed to buy- 
ing discounted standard-grade stock. 

Another current drawback is that no pre- 
recorded S-VHS tapes are available, and soft- 
ware prospects are uncertain. Although you 
can play conventional rental tapes (and any you 
may have recorded) on an S-VHS machine, 
they'll look much the same as they do when 
viewed through your current VHS VCR. 

Programs recorded from other S-VHS 
sources, however, will be nearly indistin- 
guishable from the original. And, with the 
advent of S-VHS camcorders, consumers 
will, for the first time, have access to video 
recording equipment whose picture sur- 
passes the quality of broadcast reception. 

S-VHS decks are now available from ma- 
jor manufacturers—J VC, Panasonic, Quasar, 
Hitachi, Zenith, RCA, Mitsubishi and Sharp. 
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Industry-shaking as it may be, S-VHS 
wasn't the only innovation of the season, 
as evidenced by the following list of new 
VCR developments: 

ED Beta: It stands for ‘‘extended defini- 
tion’’ Beta and boasts 500 lines of horizon- 
tal resolution to S-VHS's 440. The format 
is incompatible with existing Beta hard- 
ware, though ED Beta decks wi// play cur- 
rent Beta tapes. Sony is slated to introduce 
units in Japan this fall, but has made no of- 
ficial announcement regarding ED Beta's 
arrival on US shores. 

CTL Indexing: This advance, available 
on some VHS VCRs, allows you to put pro- 
gram identification codes anywhere on a 
tape—even a prerecorded one. This JVC in- 
novation differs from VHS indexing systems 
that only operate in the record mode. Once 
programmed, tapes can be rewound or fast- 
forwarded to a predetermined location. 

Quick Start: This new feature lets you 
jump into the fast-forward or rewind modes 
without waiting the usual eight or so sec- 
onds for the tape to be retracted from the 
head and back into the cassette shell. 

Bar Code Reader: Those who complain 
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of the hassle of programming their VCRs 
will be happy about this one. By passing a 
wand over a strip of bars (printed in a televi- 
sion program guide, for instance), you can 
program a deck to record a particular 
program—with just the flick of the wrist. 

Flying Erase Heads: Another feature 
that’s made the jump from 8mm (it’s an in- 
tegral part of that system) to half-inch, fly- 
ing erase heads provide clean, glitch-free 
edits, eliminating the annoying noise bars 
that appear on tapes between recordings. 

WHAT?’S OLD? Now that we’ve told 
you what’s new, let’s take a moment to 
discuss what’s old. 

The ratio of VHS to Beta sales continues 
to climb, following a trend that’s nearly as 
old as the VCR. The proportion is now a 
lopsided nine-to-one—and although S-VHS 
delivers a discernably better picture than 
Beta, the appearance of ED Beta may return 
the older format’s bragging rights. 

HQ, the circuitry package that enhances 
VHS pictures, is now available on nearly 
every deck in the format, rendering it 
something of a nonfeature. Digital 
capabilities, achieved through computer- 
controlled solid-state memories, now run 
a gamut that includes: noise-free slow- 
motion and freeze-frames; image enhance- 
ment and dropout compensation; mosaic 
and solarization effects; and the popular 
picture-in-picture, which allows users to 
view one channel while previewing 
another, inset on a corner of the screen. 

Digital enhancements aren’t confined 
solely to the video realm, however, as some 
half-inch VCRs now boast PCM (pulse code 
modulation) sound, which in effect allows 
them to act as high-performance digital audio 
recorders. Some Beta and 8mm decks have in- 
cluded this feature for years.

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MTS (multichannel television sound): 
MTS decoders let VCRs tune in and record 
the stereo audio track carried on TV shows 
broadcast in stereo. But be careful: It’s the 
decoder that does the work. MTS-ready or 
MTS-capable decks don’t have built-in 
decoders. To receive MTS on such decks 
you must buy a stand-alone decoder, at a 
cost of $100 or more. 

MPX Jack: MTS-ready/capable decks will 
have one. It is a connection that allows you 
to plug the outboard MTS decoder direct- 
ly into the deck. 

Video Heads: Two are necessary for basic 
recording and playback; additional heads 
improve the quality of such special effects 
as freeze-frames and slow-motion.

you can program a VCR to remember, 
without additional adjustment. This is 
especially useful when the stations you 
regularly view are far apart on the dial (ex- 
ample: 2, 7, 13, 21, 47 and 68). 

Day/Event: This indicates a VCR’s level of 
programmability. The first number 
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represents the period of time over which the 
timer can be set to record programs unat- 
tended; the second indicates how many in- 
dividual programs can be recorded. 

Linear Stereo: VCRs with this feature 
record and play back stereo with stationary 
audio heads. The result cannot match Hi- 
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Fi’s frequency response or signal-to-noise 
ratio, but they can prove a satisfying com- 
promise for those on a budget. 

Dolby Noise Reduction: Circuitry that 
removes annoying hiss from a tape’s audio 
portion without affecting overall sound. 
Simulcast Switch: This allows you to tape 
stereo TV broadcasts when the soundtracks 
are transmitted over the FM airwaves. 
Auto Indexing: This lets you advance or re- 
wind a tape automatically to the desired 
material. This feature has been given different 
names (such as CTL, VHS Index, etc.). 
PCM (pulse code modulation) Audio: A 
digital audio recording technique that pro- 
duces sound rivaling that of compact discs, 
although with a somewhat limited frequen- 
cy range. 

Digital: VCRs sporting digital circuitry are 
capable of delivering exceptional special ef- 
fects, such as picture-in-picture (PIP), 
glitch-free freeze-frames, solarization, 
mosaic and stroboscopic effects. Some dig- 
itally equipped VCRs use the circuitry to im- 
prove picture clarity. For more information

• What kind of audio do I want? 
Your options include: basic monaural 
(single channel) sound, linear stereo 
(which uses stationary record and

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WHAT’S NEW? About five years ago, 


when manufacturers first combined videocamera 
and video recorder to create the camcorder, the 
hybrid was widely hailed as a revolutionary 
development in home video. And 
if this season’s crop of camcord- 
ers is any indication, the revolu- 
tion is still going on. While 
models are shrinking to palm- 
sized dimensions, feature options 
are expanding astronomically. 
Zoom in on these recent techno- 
logical advances: 
e You can now purchase bare- 
bones 8mm and VHS-C aim-and- 
shoot camcorders that weigh as 
little as two pounds, two ounces—including battery 
and tape. These diminutive videomakers lack many 
of the features found on most camcorders today, and 
they won't play back the tapes they shoot. But they 
are the lightest you'll find. 
e Camcorders capable of capturing better-than-off-

broadcast-quality images have finally arrived. 
These S-VHS and S-VHS-C models deliver pictures 
that are roughly 90 percent sharper than ordinary 
VHS fare (see VCR story). Not to be outdone, 
the Beta camp has shown-— but not 
yet made available—a new system 
called ED (extended definition) 
Beta, that boasts even greater im- 
provements in resolution. Look 
for ED Beta to hit these shores 
sometime in 1988. 

® To shoot super pix you need su- 
per pixels—you need image sen- 
sors with enough resolution (in 
pixels, or picture elements) to 
handle the improved picture quali- 
ty of S-VHS. Now they're here—CCD sensors with 
up to 400,000 pixels, versus the 250,000 found in 
earlier imaging devices. 

e Still photographers have had variable shutter 
speeds for years. Now videographers have access 
to this useful option, which allows users to capture 
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RICE У. 


detailed images over a wide depth of field. 
Shutter speeds of up to У ооо of a second 
can now be had on some camcorders. 

• Flying erase heads, a mainstay of 8mm 
models, are now working their way into the 
half-inch realm. By situating erase heads on 
the rotating video heads’ drum (instead of 
in their conventional stationary position), 
clean, noiseless transitions can be accom- 
plished between scenes, making for 
professional-looking in-camera editing. 

• Auto focus has been keeping video- 
graphers out of trouble for quite some time. 
But now there’s a new twist: digital auto fo- 
cus. Essentially, this mechanism allows you 
to do something you can 't do with infrared 
auto-focus systems: shoot through glass 
while focusing on а subject— not the surface 
of the glass. 

* А new type of indexing system that lets 
you put “сие codes" on tapes that have al- 
ready been shot is appearing on some cam- 
corders. Called CTL by inventor JVC, it al- 
lows programmed tapes to be rewound or 
fast-forwarded to predesignated locations. 


WHAT'S OLD? The format wars still 
rage, though the battle lines remain pretty 
stable. With VHS VCRs outselling Betas by 
a nine-to-one margin, camcorders in the for- 
mat offer a comfortable compatibility fac- 
tor for most American video households. 
The drawback is that the full-size VHS 
cassette—and hence the full-size VHS 
camcorder—is big. The answer, for some, 
is VHS-C, the compact subformat whose 
cassettes can be slipped into an adaptor for 
easy playback on any VHS deck. 

Beta, though not as popular as VHS, con- 
tinues to provide superior imaging over VHS 
camcorders. Even with the advent of S-VHS, 
diehard Betaphiles say, Beta will once again 
prevail (at least in terms of quality) when the 
format's extended definition system arrives. 
And 8mm, by combining a high-grade 
metal tape formulation with the potential for 
resolution that surpasses even Beta, remains 
a major factor in the camcorder world. In ad- 
dition to its picture possibilities, 8mm also 
has smallness, light weight and super sound 
going for it—although that great frequency 


modulated audio is available only in mono. 

For help in deciding which is best for you, 
see “Format” in the following glossary. 

Despite the portability of the smaller for- 
mats, full-size VHS camcorders account for 
more than 50 percent of sales in the category, 
industry sources say. Another 25 percent of 
the pie is gobbled up by VHS-C, with 8mm 
and Beta fighting over the remainder. 

Still alive but barely visible is the 
recorder-less videocamera—the so-called 
separate that operates in tandem with a 
(usually portable) VCR. Cameras may seem 
outmoded in today's aim-and-shoot cam- 
corder world, but users say they afford a 
measure of flexibility, features and image 
quality unavailable on their “descendants.” 
As the popularity of this home movie option 
wanes, there are some bargains to be found. 

The world of video moviemaking has 
never been more exciting, with more for- 
mats to choose from and more variety to 
marvel at than ever before. This advantage 


can turn into a disadvantage for the uninitiat- 


ed shopper. So arm yourself with useful 
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knowledge by reading the following glos- 
sary and product listings, and referring to 
the box titled "Ask Before You Buy . . .." 


GLOSSARY 


Format: Camcorders are available in six 
non- and semicompatible formats: S-VHS, 
S-VHS-C, VHS, VHS-C, Beta and 8mm. 
The advantages of VHS or Beta lie in com- 
patibility. If you own a VHS VCR, it makes 
sense to purchase a VHS camcorder, and if 
you own a Beta VCR, it makes sense to pur- 
chase a Beta camcorder. A disadvantage of 
the Beta device is its inability to play back 
in the camera or through a monitor. You 
cannot plug a Beta camcorder directly into 
your TV set—rather, you must use a VCR 
to view your homemade videos. 

The new S-VHS and S-VHS-C models 
make tapes that only S-VHS decks can play. 
Slipped into a special adapter, VHS-C tapes 
can play in a VHS deck. An 8mm camcord- 
er's movies require an 8mm deck for play- 
back. Few decks exist, so many 8mm cam- 
corders come equipped with cables and 


adapter jacks that permit you to hook them 
up to a monitor directly. 

Proponents of the 8mm format revel in the 
system's clear FM sound and top image 
quality potential. (8mm’s wider bandwidth 
can produce higher resolution than half-inch 
formats, but this remains unrealized.) 
Another integral part of the 8mm system, 
flying erase heads, allows for cleaner tran- 
sitions between scenes than those obtained 
from the conventional stationary heads used 
in other formats. Several VHS and VHS-C 
camcorders now offer flying erase heads. 
Minimum Illumination: Expressed in lux, 
this is an indication of how little light is 
needed to record images on tape. As a frame 
of reference, a sunny day at the beach checks 
in at roughly 100,000 lux; your den might 
be in the 100 lux neighborhood; and can- 
dlelight registers about seven to 10 lux. (If 
you plan to use the camcorder under low-light 
conditions, adding an accessory light to the 
camera will improve recorded images.) 
Auto Focus: This lets camcorders focus on 
subjects automatically—wherever those 


subjects go. It’s a handy—but by no means 
foolproof—feature. Consider purchasing a 
camcorder that allows you to override the 
auto focus manually. 

Aperture: Expressed in fstops, this is the 
opening within the lens through which im- 
ages pass to the pickup device. 

Zoom Ratio: A numerical indication of a 
lens’ range—from the widest angle (at 
which objects appear far away) to the nar- 
rowest (at which they appear close). With 
a 6:1 zoom ratio, the lens can magnify dis- 
tant images to make them appear six times 
closer than they actually are. 

Power Zoom: This feature, found on most 
camcorders, allows you to effect smooth 
transitions from wide angle shots to close- 
ups at the push of a button. Some consumers 
prefer the added control of a manual zoom. 
High-Speed Shutter: This recent addition 
to the list of potential camcorder options al- 
lows for clearer pictures, but (when en- 
gaged) raises the machine's light require- 
ments. It's most useful when shooting out- 
door action footage.

These 
advances in video picture process- 
ing provide better resolution, clar- 
ity, color response and accuracy. 

Digital circuitry continues to 
generate excitement. Models with 
this option can perform such feats 
as picture-in-picture and strobo- 
scopic freeze-frames and top- 
notch special effects, all while de- 


livering enhanced image quality. Some offer com- 
pletely digital (noninterlace) pictures as well. 
If you long for the latest convenience features, 
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on-screen displays that will tell all but the 
newscasters’ salaries are now at your com- 
mand. These handy menus let you make 
picture (tint, color, contrast) or sound ad- 
justments and keep you up to date on a var- 
iety of subjects—including the time of day, 
channel, video source and the like.

After S-VHS, projection sets probably 
reflect the most improved video technolo- 
gy of the past year, partially through comb 
filrers and noise reduction circuits. 
Brightness—long a weakness of the rear- 
screen giants—is getting better as well. Em- 
ploying such technology as liquid-cooled 
tubes, liquid-coupled lenses and redesigned 
optic systems, projection sets now deliver 
previously unheard-of color reproduction, 
contrast and brightness. 


Viewing angles are increasing, with some 
models touting screen designs that allow a 
160-degree viewing range. And while the 
"viewability zone" widens, the space neces- 
sary for projection sets appears to be 
decreasing; many models are leaving foot- 
prints not much larger than those of their 
direct-view cousins.

cisely as possible. Do you need a black box that 
makes it easier to switch and dub among com- 
ponents? Perhaps you're searching for a device to 
kick your audio into high gear. Or a compo- 


nent that does it all—from audio 
amplification to television tuning, 
with all the functions in between. 
Or perhaps you'd like to look at 
some TV tuners and receivers. . . . 

WHAT'S OLD? TV tuners 
and receivers are the last living 
remnants of the brief age of “сот- 
ponent video." This approach to 
video broke all the pieces we nor- 
mally associate with a monitor/ 
receiver—tuning capabilities, 


audio amplification, speakers and video display— 
into separate components. It worked well, looked 
great—and never caught on. 
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Surviving TV tuners and receivers, 
however, have found a niche in today’s video 
food chain. A TV tuner picks up television 
broadcast signals, sending the picture to a 
video monitor and the sound to an audio 
amplifier. A TV receiver adds audio 
amplification, and then allows for the 
amplified signals to be sent to a pair of out- 
board speakers. 

Among those in the market for such 
devices are front-projection TV buyers 
(since many of these sets are sold without 
tuners) and those who want to receive stereo 
broadcasts but don’t have sets with MTS 
decoding circuitry or the MPX jack re- 
quired to connect an outboard decoder. If 
you're in the market for a TV tuner, TV 
receiver or A/V receiver, you'll find what 
you're looking for in the product listings 
below, the accompanying glossary and the 
section "Ask Before You Buy . . .." 


GLOSSARY 


Watts Per Channel: A numerical indica- 
tion of a receiver's ability to amplify audio. 
In general, the more watts per channel, the 
greater a receiver's ability to deliver un- 
distorted sound at high volume. 

No. RF Inputs: TV-antenna or cable-box 
(CATV) connections. 

No. Audio Inputs/Outputs, No. Video In- 
puts/Outputs: Connections that allow you 
to hook up several other components. 
Remote: A device that controls an A/V 
receiver from a distance. 

Equalizer: A feature that allows you to 
customize your A/V system's sound by 
controlling the relative volume of many in- 
dividual frequency ranges. 

Video Enhancer: Circuitry that brings out 
detail in a television picture, increasing 
brightness and contrast. Unfortunately 
some enhancers also increase video noise 


(snow) and can negatively affect color. 
Dolby Surround Decoder, Surround 
Decoder: The former, a patented circuit, 
decodes a special audio track (found on 
many videocassettes) to create a theaterlike 
surround-sound effect. The latter type 
closely approximates these effects. Note that 
additional speakers and amplification are 
needed to take full advantage of either 
surround-sound option. 

MTS (multichannel television sound): 
MTS decoders allow tuners to tune in the 
stereo audio track carried on TV shows, 
such as Miami Vice, that are broadcast in 
stereo.

MTS decoders tune in the stereo audio track 
carried on TV shows broadcast in stereo. 
But be careful: It's the decoder that does the 
work. MTS-ready or MTS-capable com- 
ponents don't have built-in decoders. To 
receive MTS on such components, you 
must buy a separate decoder. 
Cable-Ready: Sets with this feature can 
tune in cable channels (when connected to 
a cable-TV source), eliminating the need 
for a separate channel-changing box. 
Channels: This figure refers to the number 
of VHF, UHF and cable channels a monitor 
is capable of tuning in. 

VCR Format: Your options include VHS, 
VHS with HQ, Super-VHS, 8mm, Beta and 


Hi-Fi: Available on VHS and Beta decks, 
this refers to sound that can approach that 
of CD players. (See VCR story for further 
clarification.) 

Separate AM/FM Tuner: A feature that al- 
lows you to tune in AM and FM radio 
broadcast signals. Unlike a receiver, an 


AM/FM tuner provides no amplification. 
Digital Tuning: Quartz crystals, factory 
tuned to each frequency on the dial (93.9, 
94.1, 94.3, etc.), eliminate the manually ad- 
justed tuner. A digital readout replaces the 
old dial with moving indicator. 

Separate Audio Amplifier: A component 


ASK BEFORE YOU BUY. . 


* All, or nothing at all? Using the 
term “А/У system" is a little like us- 
ing the word “house.” Both can be 
broadly defined, and both leave lots of 
gray areas. Audio/video systems can 
be anything from a compact unit con- 
sisting of a TV, VCR, receiver and 


a couple of speakers, to a room- 
dwarfing monster incorporating every- 
thing but the kitchen sink.

Others have a more 
comprehensive keypad and operate 
nearly every feature of each compo- 
nent on the rack. If you want to run the 
whole show from your easy chair, 
you'll need the cooperation of an in- 
fluential remote.

watts per channel) to an A/V system. In sim- 
ple terms, the greater the number of watts 
per channel, the higher the undistorted 
volume a system can deliver. 
Audiocassette Deck: Options include 
single-well and double-well machines. The 
former accepts only one cassette at a time; 
the latter accepts two and has the ability to 
dub (copy) from one cassette to another, or 
play two cassettes in sequence. 
Turntable Drive System: Choose from the 
popular belt-driven system and the gener- 
ally more accurate direct-drive system. 
Linear Tracking: On these more expensive 
turntables, the tonearm moves at a constant 
angle along the record’s surface—its back 
end tracking evenly with the front (needle) 
end.

"What's the big deal about wireless 
remote controls?" a friend of ours re- 
cently asked. “I mean, when I was а 
little kid glued to the test pattern back 
in '56, we already had one. So what's 
all the excitement about?" 

We'll put it to you the same way we 
put it to him: If 1956—or 1966, 1976 or 
even 1986—was the last time you 
looked at a remote control, you're in 
for a very big surprise. 

This season, the byword is unified: 
Practically any consumer electronics 
component that operates at the push of 
a button can be activated and mani- 
pulated by a single remote control. 
Such unified remotes, now widely

Audio Equalizer: A device that allows you 
to customize a system’s sound by control- 
ling the relative volume of individual fre- 
quency ranges. 
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Stereo Synthesizer: Special circuitry that 
processes a monaural (single-channel au- 
dio) signal to create the illusion of stereo 
(dual-channel audio). 

Dolby Surround: Circuitry, found on some 
A/V receivers and in stand-alone compo- 
nents, that decodes a special audio track 
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(found on many videocassettes) to create a 
theaterlike surround-sound effect. Extra 
speakers and amplification are needed to 
take full advantage of this option.

WHAT’S NEW? Movie collectors have 
known for quite a while that laser video provides 
the best picture and sound among all home video 
offerings. With its excellent video resolution, dig- 
ital sound capabilities and software library that 


numbers over 2,000 titles, the for- 
mat has been awaiting a catalyst to 
send it into high gear (and into 
American living rooms). That 
catalyst may have arrived: CD-V. 

It’s short for compact disc- 
video, and those with lots of eggs 
in the laser video basket are hop- 
ing that CD-V will be just the thing 
to pep up lagging hardware and 
software sales. 

What is CD-V? It’s a new 


audio/video system that allows, for the first time,

that co-created the compact laser disc format— 
CD-V machines play five-inch discs programmed 
with 20 minutes of digital music and five minutes 
of video (combined with a digital soundtrack). 
The gold-tinted discs aren’t all that CD-V players 


can handle, though. So-called 
"combi" models play every type 
of disc available: five-inch audio- 
only CDs, five-inch CD-Vs and 
eight- and 12-inch laser video- 
discs. Smaller “dedicated”’ play- 
ers accept the two five-inch con- 
figurations only—CD and CD-V. 

In addition to Philips (which 
markets a combi player under its 
Magnavox subsidiary) and Pi- 
oneer (which has for some time 


been keeping the laser light aflame almost single- 


full-motion laser video to be played on five-inch handedly), other hardware suppliers, such as 


compact discs. Developed by Magnavox-parent 


Hitachi, Technics, Mitsubishi, Sony and Toshiba, 


МУ. Philips—the Dutch electronics corporation are expected to field entries of their own. And a host 
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of record companies have committed to the 
system as well. At last count, roughly 150 
titles were expected from the fledgling for- 
mat, with pop and rock programming ac- 
counting for most of the discs. 

Whether CD-V breathes new life into 
laser video or becomes just another 
misunderstood piece of high technology, 
this much is certain: There’s plenty of ex- 
citement afoot in laserland. 

WHAT'S OLD? A long hard look at 
laser video yields some significant dif- 
ferences between it and tape-based video 
systems—differences which, though not 
new, are worth nothing. Just about every- 
body knows that laser video delivers the best 
prerecorded picture available to home users. 
From an audio perspective, too, laser 
players are superior to most VCRs. The 
discs themselves are resistant to abuse and 
degradation and are nearly indestructible. 
(Just the same, keep them out of the micro- 
wave—and if you want to play frisbee, use 
a frisbee). Finally, LV players can do 
something no tape deck can do: allow nearly 
instantaneous random access to any segment 
of program material. 

Is laser video for you? Only you can de- 
cide. To help you do so, we’ve assembled 
some questions to “Ask Before You 
Buy. . .,” along with a glossary of terms and 
listings of available hardware. 


GLOSSARY 


Top Scan Speed: The highest speed at 
which a laser disc can be viewed in the fast- 
forward mode.

Fast-Forward/Fast-Reverse Access: Play- 
ers with this feature allow you to view a laser 
disc at higher speeds than normal, in 
forward or reverse. 

Access Speed: The speed (expressed in 
number of times normal) at which a disc can 
be viewed in the fast-forward or fast-reverse 
access modes. 

Random Access: Using this feature, you 


can specify and access an exact location on 
a disc’s program material. 

Slow-Motion: The ability to display pro- 
gram material clearly at slower speeds 
than normal. 

Freeze-Frame: A laser disc player’s abili- 
ty to display clearly a single frame of pro- 
gram material. 

CX Noise Reduction: Circuitry for reduc- 
ing the noise on discs with analog 
soundtracks. 

On-Screen Readout: A feature that can 
display on a television screen such informa- 
tion as location on a disc, time left on a disc 
and disc speed. 

Computer RS-232 Interface: A connec- 
tion that allows you to control the operation 
of a laser disc player through a personal 
computer. 

Digital: Models with this option can play 
back the many new discs that feature digital- 
ly recorded audio. EI 


ASK BEFORE YOU BUY ... 


e What are its audio capabilities? Not 
all players feature digital audio—but to 
take advantage of the increasing number 
of laser releases with such soundtracks, 
you'll need it. Digital audio, as you 
might guess, is on a par with the sonic 
performance of CD players—laser 
video’s technological brethren. 

* How many kinds of discs can it 
play? With the popularity of CD and the 
recent advent of CD-V, laser models now 
run a sometimes confusing gamut that 
includes: LV/CD (LaserVision/compact 
disc) players, CD/CD-V (compact 
disc/compact disc-video) players and 
LV/CD/CD-V combi players. Make sure 
you know what you’re getting. 

• What about software? Rental avail- 
ability varies from place to place. Pur- 
chasing one of the more than 2,000 laser 
discs, either at a retail outlet or through 
the mail, is sometimes easier—and 
cheaper than you might expect. At $30 


to $40, price tags for feature-length spin- 
ners are often half those of their tape 
counterparts. 

* Does it have Dolby? The answer will 
invariably be “no’”—Dolby is a tape- 
based noise reduction system. Laser 
players do have their own version of 
Dolby, however. Called CX, it’s noise 
reduction circuitry for discs with analog 
soundtracks. 

• What’s the difference between CAV 
and CLD? Both are modes in which 
laser discs are recorded. CAV (constant 
angular velocity) recordings allow you 
to specify and view particular frame 
numbers, and let you create other special 
effects. However, CAV discs can only 
accommodate 30 minutes of program- 
ming per side. CLV (constant linear 
velocity) discs, while capable of 
less special effects, can hold up to an 
hour’s worth of programming on each 
side of the platter.

their dens, bedrooms and other estimable TV- 
viewing sites. That's where self-powered speakers 


come in. Just plug a pair into the 
audio outputs of your TV or VCR 
(and into a wall outlet), and— 
presto—great sound, instantly. 
“Self powered" means that am- 
plifiers are built right into the 
speakers. Any audio signal you 
feed the speakers, monaural or 
stereo, can be pumped up and 
pushed out at room-filling 
volume. And most self-powered 
models tout another essential ad- 


vantage: they’re magnetically shielded. No matter 
how close to the video monitor you place them, the 


Sometimes, however, this just isn't practical. And TV picture will not be subjected to the disturbing 
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effects of magnetic interference (which 
usually manifests itself through altered 
colors and image distortions). 

So if you’d like to hear what everybody’s 
been shouting about—the incredible ad- 
vances in the way video sounds—pick up a 
pair of self-powered speakers. But first, read 
through the glossary, the accompanying

GLOSSARY 


Woofer, Midrange, Tweeter Diameter: 
Video speakers often include more than one 
element. A woofer provides low-register, or 
bass, tones; a midrange delivers sounds in 
the middle of the frequency range; and a 
tweeter reproduces high-register, or treble,

tones. In general, the larger a speaker ele- 
ment, the more lifelike the sound it gener- 
ates. Most speakers include at least a woofer 
and a tweeter; others add a midrange ele- 
ment. The former are referred to as “‘two- 
way" speakers, while the latter are known 
as “three-way.” A speaker featuring three 
elements isn't necessarily better than one 
with only two, however. And, as contradic- 
tory as it may seem, some speakers manage 
quite well with a single full-range driver. 
This is the one video decision that you 
should make with your eyes closed. 

Power: Expressed in watts per channel, this 
is an indication of a self-powered speaker's 
ability to amplify sound. In general terms, 
the higher the number, the greater the 
speaker's ability to deliver volume. (О 








ASK BEFORE 
YOU BUY... 


• How many speaker elements? 
Some speakers let just one do the job. 
Others divide the task into bass (woof- 
er), middle (midrange) and high-end 
(tweeter) elements. Many audio ex- 
perts feel that multiple element speak- 
ers reproduce sounds more faithfully. 
• How do they hook up to my hard- 
ware? If your TV (or VCR) is 
equipped with direct output audio 
jacks, you're in good shape— just plug 
the speakers in. Otherwise, you may 
have some difficulty. Make sure you 
can easily attach a set of speakers be- 
fore you buy them. 

* Are they magnetically shielded? 
This is important if you plan to put the 
speakers close to your TV. If they're 
not shielded, they'll interfere with the 
set's picture. 

e How do I judge their perfor- 
mance? Quite simply, with your ears. 
If this sounds flip, consider all the peo- 
ple who buy cars on the basis of their 
curves and color. If possible, arrange 
comparison tests of the speakers, con- 
nected to a set that closely approxi- 
mates yours.

Unscrambled feeds include an eclectic hash of 
channels—Home Shopping Network, The Weather 
Channel and a bounty of evangelical offerings. To 
receive one of the unscrambled channels, all a 


satellite viewer has to do is aim his 
or her dish antenna at the “Ыга” 
that carries that channel and select 
the proper transponder (or chan- 
nel) on the receiver. It sounds 
tricky, but it's actually a piece of 
cake—and with most satellite sys- 
tems, it can be done with a remote 
control from the comfort of your 
favorite easy chair. 

To watch a scrambled channel, 
you've got to subscribe—in much 


the same way that a cable customer does—to that 
channel. Subscribing can be done one channel at 
a time or on a package basis, and can be accom- 
plished directly through the program supplier it- 
self, through your local cable company or via firms 
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Chaparral’s top receiver: the Cheyenne IRD. 


that sell complete packages of programming 
to dish owners. 

But before you subscribe, you not only 
must have a satellite dish and receiver, but 
a decoder as well. This decoder, when 
authorized by subscribing, turns scrambled 
fare into viewable video. Until recently, the 
device was an outboard black box that cost 
$395. Now, however, receivers with built- 
in decoders—the IRDs mentioned before— 
are available. And at least two hardware 
firms are offering free one-year subscrip- 
tions to more than 20 scrambled stations if 
you purchase their IRD. 

Showtime/The Movie Channel recently 
announced a programming package that 
would include the company’s premium 
channels as well as MTV, VH-1, Nick- 
elodeon and the USA Network. These de- 
velopments are lending legitimacy to an in- 
dustry which—just a few short years ago— 
was teeming with antagonistic program 
pirates, self-proclaimed outlaws and cable 
busters sworn to toppling existing video 
delivery systems. 

It could well be the beginning of an ex- 
citing new era for satellite TV. 

WHAT’S OLD? As the industry has 
evolved, satellite receivers, for the most 
part, have grown from do-it-yourself kits 
into relatively sophisticated, user-friendly 
gadgets. Although pared-down receivers are 


DIAL DIRECT 


When you shop for a home satellite 
receiver, convenience and ease of use 
are significant factors. That’s why it’s 
wise to find out just how many chan- 
nels a receiver is capable of tuning in 
without requiring lots of adjustment. 
In some cases, this becomes the 
dealer’s task. After installing a dish 
antenna, he or she will program the 
receiver and actuator with the loca- 
tions of all the satellites. Then the 
receiver can be programmed to tune in 
the individual transponders, or chan- 
nels. But some receivers go further, 
with a “favorite channel” feature. This 
allows you to skip over undesired sta- 
tions, stopping only at preferred chan- 
nels. We advise that you discuss these 
options with your dealer. 
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still to be had for as little as $100, it’s wise 
to look for the ease-of-operation features 
found in costlier units—including a built-in 
actuator (which moves the dish), C- and Ku- 
band reception, stereo audio, fine-tuning, 
automatic frequency control and memory 
storage (refer to the glossary for in-depth 
definitions of these terms). 

High-end models incorporating such 
bells and whistles can cost as much as 
$1,500. But considering the television trea- 
sure trove available to satellite viewers, the 
price may just be right. 

If mining the heavens for video gold is 
your cup of tea, have a look at the listings 
below—and see the accompanying box, 
where you'll find some pertinent questions 
to "Ask Before You Buy . . ..” 


GLOSSARY 


IRD: Integrated receiver/descrambler—a 
satellite receiver with built-in VideoCipher 
II descrambling circuitry. 

C-Band: The most popular—and pop- 
ulated— frequency range for satellite trans- 
missions. C-band reception requires a rela- 
tively large dish antenna—generally at least 
six feet in diameter, and as large as 12 feet 
in fringe areas. 

Ku-Band: A less used frequency range for 
satellite transmissions. Among its advan- 
tages are that dish sizes can be much smaller 
(often as small as three feet in diameter) and 
that reception is less prone to terrestrial 
(microwave) interference. 

Built-In Actuator: A device that aims your 
dish antenna with the push of a button,

eliminating the need for manual aiming 
(which is not much fun, particularly in ex- 
treme weather). 

Parental Lock-Out: Receivers with this 
feature can be programmed to make it all but 
impossible for youngsters to tune in speci- 
fied channels during the hours you choose. 
TI Filter: TI stands for terrestrial inter- 
ference, which is generated by such sources 
as microwave relay towers. TI filters are 
designed to attenuate its annoying effects. 
Subcarrier Tuning: This refers to a 
receiver's ability to tune in the wide varie- 
ty of radio transmissions that often “hitch 
a ride" with video signals. 

Stereo: On-board stereo processors allow 
satellite viewers to hear stereo soundtracks 
on programs broadcast in stereo. There are 
three main formats available via satellite, in- 
cluding matrix, discrete and multiplex. 
Check a satellite program guide to make 
sure your receiver gets the channels you 
want to hear. On the new IRDs, digital 
sound is also available. 

No. Video And Audio Input/Output Sets: 
Input jacks allow sound and picture sources 
to be easily connected to a receiver's cir- 
cuitry. Output jacks carry sound and picture 
to other devices. 

Noise Reduction: Circuitry that squelches 
extraneous audio noise with no significant 
effect on sound quality. 

Block-down (BD) Conversion: Allows for 
high-frequency satellite signals to be run 
from an outdoor dish to an indoor receiver 
with no signal loss. A must if you want more 
than one receiver in your home. m 


ASK BEFORE YOU BUY... 


• How stable is the company? After 
a boom in 1985, the home satellite in- 
dustry weathered a crash that dealt a 
death blow to countless hardware sup- 
pliers. As a result, there is still equip- 
ment to be had from firms that don't 
quite exist—or that won't survive much 
longer. The prices on such gear may 
be irresistible, but what happens if the 
stuff breaks down? Our advice: Resist, 
and go with a brand name. 
* How stable is the retailer? The 
above applies to retailers as well as 
suppliers. Their ability to provide sup- 


port and hand-holding would be 
severely hampered were they to go out 
of business. Do your homework and 
make sure your friendly neighborhood 
satellite dealer is for real. 

* Who installs the dish? That thing 
in the backyard may look like a 
monster, but it's actually a piece of 
precision machinery. And if it's not in- 
stalled properly, all the sophisticated 
electronics in the known universe 
won't yield a viewable picture. You can 
do it yourself, but in general it's wiser 
to go with a pro—and get references!

shelled out a bundle on new video gear—from a 
full-featured VCR to a projection TV and every- 
thing in between. And you’re still not satisfied. 

Dubbing from your VHS deck to your Beta deck 
is a supreme hassle.

Character Generators/Special Effects 
Generators: The former let you add titles and 
superimpose other information on- 
to your videos. The latter can be 
used to turn your editing den into 
a mini TV studio, with such effects 
as wipes, fade-ins, fade-outs and 
superimpositions. We’ve also in- 
cluded the new add-on digital PIP 
(picture-in-picture) and freeze- 
frame machines in this category. 

Editing/Dubbing: These de- 
vices make editing and copying 
tapes a breeze, by coordinating the 
stops, starts, fast-forwards and rewinds of two or 
more VCRs. While some of these machines are sim- 
ple in design, allowing little more than easy duplica- 
tion of tapes, others provide a mind-boggling ar- 
ray of near-professional editing options. 

Sound Processors: Included in this grouping are 
Dolby Surround decoders, which—when used 
with properly encoded cassettes—can turn your liv- 
ing room into a “home theater.” The effect provides 
dimensional audio that approximates the sound 
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you'll hear in some movie theaters. Some 
decoders also have the ability to synthesize 
stereo from monaural soundtracks, and some 
incorporate a graphic equalizer into the pack- 
age, giving you more control over the sound 
of your video. 

Miscellaneous Accessories: Included un- 
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der this heading are remote control devices, 
add-ons to increase the range of a remote 
control and signal distributors that send video 
from one VCR to a number of remote TVs. 

MTS Decoders: These are the boxes that 
let you pick up stereo broadcasts on your 
non-MTS-equipped TV set. If your current 
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set delivers everything you want in terms of 
picture and other features—but lacks a built- 
in decoder—one of these outboard devices 
will let you hear what everybody's been talk- 
ing about. 

As you can see, perfection is possible— 
as long as you're willing to accessorize!

Mitsubishi's Latest Giant 


SUMMARY 


Mitsubishi Rear-Projection Monitor/Receiver, 
Model VS-683R 


In terms of video performance, this giant monitor/receiver is one of the best we’ve 
seen or tested. It’s certainly got the biggest screen size—60 inches, diagonally 
measured. When properly positioned in a living room, the VS-683R really makes 
you feel as if you’ve brought a movie theater into your home. (With tiny multicinemas 
being sliced out of former moviehouses, this home screen isn’t much smaller than 
those you sometimes see іп an actual “еаѓег.”) 

The keys to the picture quality of the set are its exceptional brightness (143 
footlamberts) and its great video frequency гезропзе—5.5 MHz, for a horizontal 
resolution of 440 lines. The clarity and detail of this rear-projection set is indeed 
outstanding. An added plus for videophiles is the presence on the rear panel of an 
S-connector for S-VHS VCRs; combined with the set’s excellent video quality, this 
connector makes the VS-683R truly “5-УН$-геаду.” 

Audio performance of this monitor/receiver was mixed. Performance of the amp 
as measured through the audio output jacks and external speaker terminals was quite 
good; reasonably efficient external speakers will benefit from the substantial 18-watts- 
per-channel power output. The flat frequency response from the audio outs 
and speaker terminals will do justice to VHS or Beta Hi-Fi audio tracks or the digi- 
tal soundtracks of laser discs. As has often been the case, however, troubles in audio 
performance showed up in the built-in MTS decoder (which receives stereo broad- 
cast transmissions). Stereo frequency response was not much better than what 
you'd get from an AM transistor radio—even mono soundtracks passed through 
the decoder sounded poor. When you use this set, it might be advisable to access 
stereo broadcasts through the MTS decoder of your VCR (assuming it's equipped 
with one) rather than the VS-683R built-in decoder. All that said, what remains 
is that this giant rear-projection set delivers terrific picture quality—the stuff dream 
А/У systems are made of.

Features 

The tuner of the VS-683R can receive a 
total of 181 channels—VHF, UHF, and mid- 
band, superband and hyperband cable chan- 
nels. You can program the channels you get 
in your area into the set’s memory for se- 
quential access. Of course, the set also 
allows direct access of channels through 
number keys on the front panel or remote 
control. You can also program the set to turn 
itself on two times a week at specific times 
or at the same time every day of the week. 
Programming this set is a fairly easy task, 
since on-screen displays guide you through 
each function step by step. The set can also 
be programmed to turn itself off after a 
preset time interval. You can lock out two 
channels that you don't want your children

to watch. These channels can be unlocked 
by means of a four-digit code. The set also 
has a mute button that turns off the sound 
without affecting the picture. 

There are two antenna inputs on the 
VS-683R; you can hook up a TV antenna 
in addition to your cable service. An “ех- 
pansion” button provides simulated stereo 
sound in the absence of stereo broadcasts. 
Two sets of video and stereo audio inputs are 
on the back panel, as are a set of outputs. 


Controls 

Once you've set up this rear-projection 
set, you'll rarely need to operate the controls 
on the front panel, since they're duplicated 
(for the most part) on the remote control. 
This remote control also operates many 
Mitsubishi VCRs. Ten number keys on the 
remote call up TV channels; two of these 
keys do double duty when programming the 
set, designating the days of the week. The 
more standard functions of the remote are 
power, volume adjustment, muting, anten- 
na input selections, on-screen display, 
stereo/SAP/mono selection, etc.

Test Results 


The excellent 5.5 MHz video frequency 
response, translating into 440 lines of 
horizontal resolution, was responsible for 
the excellent clarity and detail of the video 
picture. In addition, there was the brightness 
of the set, a substantial 143 footlamberts. 
Color quality was good; like other rear- 
projection sets, the color was not quite as 
accurate or saturated as you’d get from a 
direct-view set. Still, it was more than ac- 
ceptable. There was no measurable 
overscan employed, so you'll see every bit 
of a standard broadcast picture—not even 
the most extreme edges of the picture are cut 
off on this set. 

The sensitivity of the TV tuner was ex- 
cellent, producing clear TV pictures even 
in fringe area reception (illustrations: see 
Figs. 1-4 and chart). 

Audio frequency response was virtually 
flat across the entire range of hearing when 
it was measured via the speaker outs or the 
line level audio outs. But when audio signals 
were passed through the MTS decoder and 
unscrambled for stereo or SAP, frequency 
response dipped badly. Stereo separation

in the left channel when measured at 100% 
modulation. The very poor frequency re- 
sponse obtained in the SAP and mono 
modes (going out only to 7 kHz in SAP, 
3.5 kHz in mono) seemed to be due to a mis- 
alignment of the MTS circuitry rather than 
a design fault. It could probably be cor- 
rected by factory adjustment of the circuitry. 

We’ve encountered these problems with 
built-in MTS decoders before. Aside from 
this, however, the VS-683R has achieved an 
important advance in projection TV 
technology. —Len Feldman

SUMMARY 
Multivision Digital Video Controller, Model 1.1 


Most start-up companies begin by producing а moderately priced product and follow 
it up with more elaborate ones. Multivision has chosen the opposite tack; its Model 
1.1 is a scaled-down version of their very first product, the Model 3.1. The 1.1 is a 
video controller that lets you enjoy digital PIP (picture-in-picture) without having to 
replace your current TV with a digital model. 

When we tested the 3.1 (May '87 VR), we were impressed with its innovative design 
and sophisticated features. Unfortunately, it fell short in certain important performance 
areas. Multivision’s claim that it has worked out its production problems is borne out 
by the fine performance of the 1.1. Hooking your video sources into the 1.1 will not 
in any way degrade the video or audio signals that are passed through it. That conclu- 
sion was confirmed by the results of APEUS test of the 1.1, which showed excellent 
video and audio characteristics. 

The makers of this device stress its use as an inexpensive means of providing PIP. 
Wed like to add that even if you're not grabbed by the digital effects, the 1.1 would 
serve as a great central control unit, thanks to its many video and audio input features 
and its ability to switch among them. АП of the model's features are accessed by the 
remote control, which is one of the most ergonomically sound we've ever encountered. 
The front of it has a section that's tilted downward (much like the nose of the Con- 
corde); this allows you to aim the remote while still keeping your eye on its pushbut- 
tons. All in all, Multivision's second go-around indicates that the company is on solid 


ground and knows what video enthusiasts want. 





Features 

The Multivision 1.1 puts a second, inset 
picture inside your TV screen from a 
separate video source (VCR output, 
videodisc player or videocamera, for exam- 
ple). It also provides switching for up to four 
different video sources. Among the digital 
video capabilities: You can watch two chan- 
nels simultaneously, watch one show while 
monitoring and recording another on your 
VCR, freeze the action on the small inset 
picture or swap the full-screen picture with 
the inset picture. Concerned parents might 
want to set up a videocamera in their infant's 
room and monitor the baby on the inset pic- 
ture while they watch another program on 
the main screen. 

You can monitor audio from both the 
main and inset pictures, but not simul- 
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taneously. The sound can be muted al- 
together if you like. The inset picture can be 
viewed in what Multivision calls the strobe 
mode— pictures are captured and frozen for 
a period determined by the “scan rate" but- 
ton, which varies the strobe rate in four steps 
from 11 seconds to 12 seconds. The size of 
the inset picture is variable, going from bet- 
ween Уз to % the size of the main picture. The 
inset picture can be moved to almost any 
place on the main screen. The color inten- 
sity and hue of the inset picture can also be 
changed via the remote. 

In addition to the various audio and video 
program sources that can be connected to 
the 1.1, this model has provisions for an au- 
dio signal processor (a noise reduction sys- 
tem, for example) and a video processor 
(such as a color or detail enhancer) in se- 


ries with what A/V signals are passing 
through the device. If several program 
sources are connected to the inputs, there's 
a scan button that shows what's going through 
which input, one by one. This scan button 
also has an adjustable rate. 


Controls 

There are no visible controls on the 
Multivision 1.1, just indicator lights. These 
tell you when a command from the remote 
control has been received, whether video or 
audio processor signal loops have been 
patched into the system and which of the 
four sets of inputs has been selected. Three 
colored lights beneath each input number 
correspond to the colored buttons on the 
remote, so you can tell at a glance which 
input is going to the large picture, which 
audio input is associated with that main 
picture and which video input is directed to 
the inset picture. 

As for the handheld remote, you wouldn't 
imagine from first glance just how multi- 
functional it is. Aside from the 12-input 
selector buttons (that's the four inputs times 
three options: main picture, inset picture and 
audio), there are only a dozen or so addi- 
tional buttons. The trick is that some of these 
buttons do double duty, performing primary 
functions on their own, and secondary func- 
tions when they're pressed in tandem with 
another button (similar to the way typewriter 
or computer keys work with the shift key). 
Primary functions include: changing inset

picture size, swapping inset and main pic- 
tures, moving the inset picture around the 
video screen and freezing, scanning and 
strobing the inset. Secondary functions in- 
clude varying strobe time and changing the 
color and tint of the inset picture. 

The rear panel is logically arranged with 
four video inputs, four pairs of stereo audio 
inputs, audio and video processor in and out 
jacks, a pair of audio outputs and a video out- 
put jack. The molded black plastic case that 
houses all this is attractively styled and 
shallow enough to place on top of your 
monitor/receiver without being obtrusive. 


Test Results 


Only a very few measurements were need- 
ed from APEL to show the excellent 
technical performance of the Multivision 1.1. 
Both luminance and chrominance signal-to- 
noise ratios were far better than what you're 
likely to get from even the very best VCR or 
videodisc player. Luminance S/N varied 
from 61 to 55.5 dB depending on the IRE 
reference light level, while chroma (color) 
S/N was a very high 73 dB for AM 
(amplitude modulation) and 68.5 dB for PM 
(phase modulation). Video frequency 
response was virtually flat all the way out to 
4.2 MHz (currently the highest video fre- 
quency broadcast over the air). All of this 
means you won't be degrading broadcast 
quality by running your antenna signals 
through the 1.1. 

Audio frequency response was ruler-flat 
across the entire human hearing range, and 
audio distortion was negligible. Our test 
results confirm that nothing will be lost if it's 
run through the Multivision 1.1. 

The Multivision 1.1 is a definite boon to 
those who have several video program 
sources and want to control them easily, 
without having constantly to disconnect and 
reconnect a jumble of cables. Its PIP 
capabilities are also fun. This should be a hit 
with the involved video user who wants an 
easy way to take control. —Len Feldman

Now that the smoke of the acquisition bat- 
tle has seemingly cleared and HBO Video 
has declared itself the winner (see ‘Тһе Pla- 
toon Wars," September '87 VR), what kind

of prize has the victor won? How well does 
Oliver Stone's Oscar-winning, small- 
budgeted, big-hearted, blockbusting epic 
emerge on the home screen? 

Though the sound, fury and widescreen 
vision of spectacular war movies do not al- 
ways look “at home" at home, rest assured 
that Platoon is positively triumphant. It 
might even gain from the intensified fo- 
cus—for this thinking man's Rambo needs 
most of all the space of the inner mind for 
its cryptic pungency to emerge and flower. 

It also—and this might affect your decision 
whether to buy or rent—virtually demands 
to be seen more than once. This is no sim- 
ple entertainment to bridge the gap between 
dinner and bed. 

The greatest war movies—from АП Quiet 
on the Western Front through Paths of Glory 
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to Full Metal Jacket—have traditionally of- 
fered moral homilies, however disguised, 
interspersed with scenes of battle, however 
stylized. In Platoon—at least until the lame- 
ly homiletic ending, which is the movie's 
one flaw—Stone is giving us a shared ex- 
perience of war. 

It starts in a yellow haze at an airport 
somewhere in Vietnam as new recruits to 
the battles arrive from the States. One of 
them, played by Charlie Sheen, takes the 
role of the movie's sometime narrator and, 
more important, the viewer's point of per- 
sonal reference. His first sight is of turmoil 
and body bags. He has no idea, except in the 
most general terms, what is happening. It is 
Stone's risk and triumph that neither do we. 
The movie starts as an exercise in grim and 
blood-torn chaos—and in this way we are not 
shown the war in terms of fancified and bare- 
ly fictionalized newsreels. We are objective- 
ly thrown into it—and, like Sheen himself, 
we have to sort it out. 

Eventually an unspoken theme does 
emerge. Fantastically, as in a medieval 
morality play, there is even a good and evil 
angel (the dope-happy, saintly sergeant 
played by Dafoe and the viciously scarred 
sergeant played by Berenger) fighting for 
Sheen’s immortal soul and America’s con- 
science. But even when the theme is 
stressed, it runs as a thread to the total and— 
what’s the word?—unshielded fabric of 
the war. The moral blindness of war, the 
idiocy even of its courage, stands unjudg- 
mentally exposed. 

The performances—watch out especially 
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for Kevin Dillon's boy-killer—are as 
faultless as the cinematography. A war is 
revealed, a tribute paid, a lesson underlined. 
Platoon deserves to countermarch through 
our national consciousness on home video 
as forcefully as it did theatrically.

Star Trek IV belies the axiom that the 
higher the Roman numeral after a title, the 
worse the movie will be. For this may in- 
deed be the best of the Star Trek lot—a gen- 
tle, nonviolent, beautifully filmed story set 
primarily in present-day San Francisco. 

The movie begins, however, in the 23rd 
century. А mysterious space probe hovers 
near Earth, causing massive tidal waves and 
threatening the planet's survival. It turns out 
that the only language the probe understands 
is the lilting, tragic songs of the humpback 
whale. The big problem, we are told, is that 
the species is extinct. So Admiral James T. 
Kirk and his crew have to return to the 
late-20th century to find a pair of those 
creatures and bring them forward in time. 

On videotape, the gorgeous special effects 
of Star Trek IV turn up bright and crisp and

almost jump out of the screen as the Enter- 
prise hurtles back in time. Even though 
we’ ve seen similar vistas in earlier movies, 
there’s a glow about them here that I’d never 
imagined possible on a video screen. 

Landing in an open field in San Francisco, 
Kirk and crew fan out into the city—and 
here’s where the movie kicks into high gear. 
More than any of the earlier Star Trek 
movies, this one has a wonderful sense of 
humor. The odd aspects of contemporary 
life—punk haircuts, boom boxes, exact- 
change requirements on buses—seen 
through Kirk’s and Spock’s eyes makes for 
great fun and some delightful repartee. 

Director Nimoy keeps his own role of 
Spock to a minimum, giving more attention 
to some of the supporting characters. Thus, 
Kelley, for example, steals the scene in 
which he examines the state-of-the-art 
medical machinery and tools at a local 
hospital. (Scoffing at the ‘‘primitive’’ equip- 
ment he sees, he says it reminds him of the 
Spanish Inquisition.) 

For his part, Shatner looks like he's hav- 
ing the time of his life, interacting not only 
with his crew but also with the oddities of 
present-day San Francisco and its bizarre 
street people. When Hicks, as a marine 
biologist in charge of humpback whales at 
the local aquarium, coaxes Shatner into ex- 
plaining his odd outfit and the unusual chat- 
ter on his pocket beeper, the movie assumes 
a delightful comedic style. 

Star Trek IV has an intelligent screenplay 
with a subtle yet forceful ecological 
message, too. There's not one shot fired in 
anger. In fact, this is one of those sweet yet 
vastly entertaining movies that everyone, in- 
cluding the youngest Trekkie, will savor.

Rousing is the word for Hoosiers, a 
movie that does for basketball what Rocky 
did for boxing. Another similarity: the 
climactic white triumph in a sport in which 
blacks currently excel if not predominate. 
But then there is Larry Bird from French 
Lick, Indiana, not far from the fictional 
Hickory, Indiana, in which the basketball 
heroics of Hoosiers unfold. And if there is 
one state in which basketball has been a 
religion, it is Indiana. 

The bare outlines of the plot cannot sug- 
gest the quality of this movie, particularly 
in its blue-ribbon casting. Hackman, for ex- 
ample, cannot be improved upon as a one- 
time Bobby Knight bully who finds redemp- 
tion, love and humility in a jerkwater town 
with an abiding faith in its high school 
basketball team. Hershey plays ar equally 
conventional antibasketball intellectual, 


and Hopper is disarmingly affecting as a 
sentimentally drunken ex-coach. 

The game of basketball has figured in 
movies before—and that's not counting the 
star turns of pro basketball stars in inner- 
city fantasies—but seldom if ever has a 
legitimate dramatic entertainment shown so 
much savvy in the coaching and playing of 
the game. What Hackman sets out to do 
with his raw, one-on-one Knicks-type play- 
ers is to transform them into a team of 
unselfish snap-passing Celtics. The predict- 
able obstacles to his iron discipline arise, but

but there is never any real doubt that 
Hackman will lead his ragtag farm boys to 
the state championship over the bigger and 
blacker inner-city slickers. In all the hoopla 
over Hickory's triumph, there is at least a 
compassionate cut to a black player crying 
on the bench. 

I don't want to make too much of the 
black-white issue. For one thing, Hack- 
man's sensitive and vulnerable brand of 
macho takes the sting out of what's become 
cheaply calculating Middle American 
euphoria in the Age of Reagan. For 
another, the sport and spectacle of basket- 
ball transcend politics and sociology and 
even sex, of which there is precious little 
in Hoosiers. Hackman and Hershey man- 
age to achieve a fine romance indeed, in 
between all the balletic choreography of the

basketball players. And the script is never 
verbosely didactic about game strategy, but 
you can see it in action all the same. 
Videocassette quality is good, but you 
would be well advised to raise the sound (if 
the neighbors don't object) not only to share 
in the pulsating passions of the crowd, but 
also to pick up much of the incongruously 
soft-spoken throwaway dialog.

A fast-moving, solid example of a movie 
comedy seemingly made for video, Blind 
Date plays especially well on home screens. 
Scriptwise, it's lightweight—a puff of an 
idea in which a nice guy has the ‘“‘worst- 
turned-best" date known to man. But, 
thanks to winning performances and some 
wildly funny Blake Edwards slapstick situa- 
tions, this is a movie that will give you a 
laugh-out-loud evening at home. 

Willis plays Walter, a nice, quiet, portfolio 
assessor who needs a presentable date for an 
important company function. Set up by his 
brother with Nadia (Basinger), a sweetheart 
of a girl, Walter is given one word of warn- 
ing: Don't get her drunk because she gets real 
wild. Guess what happens? In the span of one 
evening, Walter uncorks a bottle of cham- 
pagne, loses his job, loses friends, gets beaten 
up by Nadia's manic ex (Larroquette) and 
winds up in jail. Of course, we know it's not 
all going to be a wash because Willis and 
Basinger are so engaging. Even when they 
play that they hate each other, we don't 
believe it. We like them too much to want to 
see these two kids break up what could be 
a potentially hilarious relationship to 
watch—from a safe distance. 

Willis and Larroquette are particularly 
funny, nicely stepping into roles just 
different enough from their TV alter egos. 
Daniels is perfect as Larroquette's father 
and Basinger, her hair washed a peculiar 
brown, is lovely if physically diminished 
by that color.

The title is the address of a bookstore that 
spawns a transatlantic correspondence be- 
tween a London bookseller (Hopkins) and 
an American bibliophile (Bancroft). The 
two correspondents never meet physically, 
but they achieve a passionate rapport 
through their mutual love of literature. 

Based on Helene Hanff's memoir and the 
play adapted from it by James Roose Evans, 
this bookish material is obviously not every- 
one's cup of tea. But if you are capable of 
loving books, and of loving England, then 
84 Charing Cross Road is for you. A new 
breed of aesthete may argue that the plot is 
not “dynamic” enough for today's cinema. 
Though there is more than enough emotion,

there is very little action or dramatic de- 
velopment. Be that as it may, this very dif- 
ficult project has been done about as well 
as anyone had any reasonable right to ex- 
pect. Separated by an ocean, Bancroft and 
Hopkins create their own currents of deep 
affection enriched by civilized discourse. 

Around the edges of the story of two 
bookworms there is a parallel tale of two 
cities right after World War II: New York, 
brash, glitzy, affluent; London, pinched, 
somber, impoverished. The two stars reflect 
the spirits of their respective metropolis- 
es—Bancroft, brassy and generous; Hop- 
kins, civilized and thoughtful. 

On the whole, the scenes in London are 
more fleshed out and sociologically more 
revelatory than those in New York. That’s 
partly because such gifted British players as 
Judi Dench (as Hopkins’ wife), Maurice 
Denham and Eleanor David (as his shop 
assistants) provide something extra in emo- 
tional resonance, while the supporting 
counterparts in New York come and go 





without generating much in the way of feel- 
ings. Nonetheless, Bancroft provides the 
essential excitement that is needed to keep 
the plot mechanism perking. 

For those adversely affected by the con- 
temporary movie scene, I should add that 
there is not a single car chase, and nary a 
slash nor a shriek.

This seductive, supercharged movie 
touches all the bases of the new British con- 
spiracy thriller in its most paranoid mood. 
These are: an irresistibly elegant cast (the 
dashing Byrne as troubled reporter; a 
rumpled Elliott as his ill-fated senior; Scac- 
chi, tantalizing and vapid as Bannen’s 
"devoted secretary"); intriguing settings, 
from the tough-guy offices of a Fleet Street 
newspaper to the more cushy sanctuaries of 
the aristocrats; hints of foul play and sex 
scandal at disreputable establishments; a 
plot about terrorists and a near-nuclear 
disaster masterminded by the Americans; 
and, finally, a fashionable and almost im- 
penetrable fog surrounding that plot. 

I had welcomed the chance to see the 
movie on cassette, in order to replay scenes 
that might illuminate some of the more baf- 
fling whos, whys and wherefores of an 
earlier theatrical viewing. No such luck: 
These are secrets I was apparently not meant 
to know. But, then, this is the sort of movie 
some reviewers praise for not “spelling it 
all out for you,” which means “I didn't have 
the vaguest idea what was going on." Well, 
neither did I. So you're on your own in try- 
ing to dismantle the MacGuffin and 
decipher who the bad guys and good guys 
are—or, more importantly, if there's a dif- 
ference! It seems to be the movie's not en- 
tirely implausible thesis that the two have 
smudged together—the newspaper boys be- 
ing as ruthlessly inhumane in their grab for

The Story as the trigger-happy military hon- 
chos are in their “rogue elephant" opera- 
tions. But there's no denying that the story, 
for all its ambiguities, remains intriguing. 
The message from the battlefront in 
Thatcher's England is that evil is a hydralike 
creature, as faceless as a multinational cor- 
poration, capable of disappearing or 
mutating on the spot. It's no doubt an au- 
thentic and sophisticated view of 
corruption—and Defense of the Realm is 
stylish and certainly gripping even at its 
murkiest. But sometimes we long for 
catharsis in the form of an old-fashioned 
villain with a human face who dies when 
he's shot—with a deeply satisfying expres- 
sion of unadulterated horror on his face!

For playwright Sam Shepard (who's prob- 
ably better known now as actor Sam 
Shepard) the images of pop culture have col- 
onized our imaginations and driven out 
whatever is truthful and real. We are lost, 
all of us, in a limbo of fictions, cliches and 
fabrications from television, movies, 
magazines and rock songs—and these have 
become our reality. “I need something 
authentic,” pleads one of the characters in 
Shepard’s True West, “о keep in touch,” but 
there is nothing authentic left. 

This highly acclaimed '83 Off-Broadway 
production of the play was taped for PBS’s 
American Playhouse series. It is set in the 
kitchen of a Southern California suburban 
home that itself symbolizes the domestica- 
tion of the authentic Old West, and it pits two 
brothers against one another in a kind of 
contest to wrangle truth out of our myths. 
Lee is a menacing, beer-drinking slob and 
thief whose bravado is one of the last 
vestiges of frontier spirit. Austin is a 
college-educated screenwriter who’s holed 
up in his mother’s house concocting an 
historical romance for a movie producer. 
But as it turns out, it is Lee, by tapping 
directly and artlessly into the old cliches of 
Westerns, who coerces the producer to buy 
a story he’s come up with and then in- 
timidates his brother into writing the 
screenplay for him. In short, Lee, the one 
who has scorned Austin’s falsifications, 
conspires to perpetrate more myths. 

Though it sounds as if it could be a melan- 
choly lament for truth in a world of illusion, 
True West becomes a vicious, demented 
comedy, largely because of John Malko- 
vich’s performance as Lee. Malkovich 
seems to be inventing the language as he says 
it. Every cadence is fresh, every gesture 
original, every moment a surprise. On 
video, this remains a good play and a 
remarkable performance.

One Trick Pony was neither a theatrical 
nor home video success when it first ap- 
peared earlier in the '80s. But given Раш 
Simon’s post-Graceland high profile, 
Warner has reissued it with the bonus of a 
brand-new stereo soundtrack. Now as then, 
however, the results are mixed. 

Simon’s screenplay tells the story of a 





fading "605 pop star confronting middle age 
and a changing pop music world. Individual 
scenes are sharply written and observed, 
and the inside-the-business stuff is 
hilariously on the money. But there’s not 
much dramatic payoff. Frankly, we have 
seen a lot of this stuff before, from the 
original A Star [5 Born on down. The script 
is only partially served by Simon’s perfor- 
mance. This is a guy who’s always seemed 
the most unlikely of pop stars and, though 
his acting is competent, he projects little 
beyond a sort of nebbishy charm. I, for one, 
find it hard to accept that his character was 
ever as big as we're told. Fortunately, the 
supporting performances are terrific, with 
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especially funny turns by Torn as a Clive 
Davis-like mogul, and Reed as a careerist 
record producer. 

The technical credits are similarly 
uneven. Warner’s new stereo track certain- 
ly ups the realism, and the music, while 
hardly on the Graceland level, is consistent- 
ly entertaining. But the mastering is prob- 
lematic; some numbers seem far more harsh 
and overmodulated than the earlier record 
or audiotape versions, and on the title tune 
the stereo spread nearly disappears.

have been swallowed whole by history. The 
result, if anything, is more felicitous than 
Mephisto because it is so much more 
complex. Alfred Redl was both a product 
of his age and his culture and an uncanny 
representative of it. A hodgepodge of na- 
tionalities, like the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire he was devoted to serve, Redl sought 
to immerse himself in the empire, partly to 
repay the emperor for hoisting him from 
poverty into the army elite and partly to 
attach himself to something larger. His 
dream seemed to be not so much to find 
status in the empire but to lose himself in 
it as a way of becoming a part of it. 
Ultimately he is doomed by the very thing 
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Brandauer’s Redl E swallowed by history. 
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that doomed the empire itself: its essential 
hollowness. 

The story, then, of aman more acted upon 
than acting, Colonel Redl has the inexorable 
logic and grim fascination of a tragedy. 
Lyrically directed, brilliantly acted by 
Brandauer, it may lose some of its scale on 
video but none of its grip. The subtitles are 
clear and generally easy to read.

Don’t let the billing fool you. Vaughn, not 


Estrada, is the star of this taut, action- 
packed thriller with contemporary political 
overtones. He plays a stoic CIA operative 
in a “fictitious” Central American country, 
determined to stop assassination attempts on 
the newly elected moderate president. One 
group has recruited former Green Beret 
Estrada to blow him away. It’s a race against 
time as Vaughn (in a role that fans of his Man 
from U.N.C.L.E. days will relish) tries to 
track down Estrada before he strikes. 
There’s almost too much action here, but 
the action sequences are topnotch (including 
a battle atop a train). They place this Roger 
Corman production a cut above the average. 
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It turns out that this was actually a feature 
movie titled Superman and the Mole Men, 
released to theaters just before the TV series 
began. Its home video debut marks the first 
time it’s been seen in its original form for 
many years. Its release is part of Warner’s 
tie-in with the 50th anniversary of Super- 
man’s birth in Action Comics. 

My reaction to the movie today is mixed. 
On the one hand, it’s a better story than I 
remember, telling of alien visitors (from 
deep underground) who meet a hostile 
reaction on Earth. In that respect, it’s 
similar to another '51 picture, The Day the 
Earth Stood Still, though much inferior to 
that classic. On the other hand, the tone is 
much more serious than the subsequent TV 
series—and, frankly, it's less fun. There are 
no flying scenes—only takeoffs and 
landings. Many ofthe trappings of the now- 
familiar series are missing as well—from 
the Metropolis setting, to the presence of 
Perry White and Jimmy Olsen, not to 
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Reeves (right) as Kent: no magic formula.

(not to mention his production budget) for 
the next year's follow-up, Help! There's a 
plot about a religious cult intent on retriev- 
ing a sacrificial ring that had been mailed 
to Ringo. In dodging their pursuers, the 
Beatles end up skiing in the Alps, recording 
on Salisbury Plain (protected by the British 
army) and cavorting around the Bahamas. 
Along the way, everything from religion, to 
science and technology, to Scotland Yard 
and James Bond movies, is lampooned in 
streams of one-liners, sight gags and 
musical references in Ken Thorne's usual- 
ly overlooked incidental score. 

Of course, of central importance are the 
proto-MTV song clips. In all of these home 
video releases, they are now presented in 
magnificently clean, digitally remastered 
stereo (with no loss to the movie's occa- 
sional superimposed sound effects). 

The cassette version looks and sounds 
great and includes the trailer for А Hard 
Day's Night as a bonus. 

The standard (two-sided CLV) laser disc 
boasts a slightly crisper picture and easy ac- 
cess to the songs, but no extras. 

Far and away the best of all worlds is the 
CAV laser set, which not only allows the 
special effects and more precise access in- 
herent in that mode, but offers a delightfully 
all-inclusive “Help! Scrapbook." Prepared 
by archivist Ron Furmanek and concisely 
but fully annotated on screen, this contains 
a Help! trailer, silent footage taken during 
the shooting and at the premiere (with 
original radio spots on the soundtrack), an 
array of stills including production shots 
from deleted scenes, a full set of lobby 
cards, record jackets, sheet music and 
magazine covers from around the world 
and, finally, a handful of promotional items, 
including an open-ended radio interview 
that was distributed to deejays. АП told, it’s 
more fun than a barrel of Monkees.

HIROSHIMA, 

MON AMOUR Жжжж ж

When Hiroshima, Mon Amour electrified 
audiences at the '59 Cannes Film Festival, 
Resnais became one of the brightest lights 
of the nouvelle vague. When І saw the movie 
in New York in 1960, its themes of loss and 
memory struck home with me with special 
force because I was still mourning my dead 
brother. Now, more than a quarter of a 
century later, watching it on videocassette, 
I must confess that it is not quite as sty- 
listically startling nor emotionally explosive 
as it was back in the early 60s. But it 
remains a landmark of world cinema in 
many other ways. 

The literary influence of author Mar- 
guerite Duras seems more pronounced now 
than it did back then. By now we have 
become more familiar with the one basic 
story Duras keeps retelling—of a young girl 
seduced at an early age and traumatically 
affected by a doomed, impossible love. But 
in 1960 many American art-house viewers 
were more affected by the movie’s evocation 
of the horror of Hiroshima in the first part 
of the story than by the seemingly endless 
night of amour and the contemplation of 
amour that followed. On the surface, the 
politics of the movie seemed modishly leftist 
in the ironic French manner, but the major 
theme for Resnais—then and later—was 
memory and forgetfulness. His was a 
materialistic view of a world in which the 
mystical faith necessary for narrative is 
totally absent. That is why—then and 
now—the “plot” of Hiroshima, Mon Amour 
seems to backtrack, flash-forward, and 
otherwise meander so much. 

As an artist, Resnais functions in the 
eternal present—since the images of people 
and places from the past exist only in the 
minds of present-day characters. Once we 
forget, we kill our beloved once and for all. 
The one-night liaison of a French actress 
and a Japanese architect was hot stuff in 
1960 at a time when the Production Code 
still frowned on miscegenation. Even today 
Riva’s unabashed sensuality projects the 
kind of grown-up “Continental” behavior 
that served for many of us years ago as a 
repudiation of Hollywood’s coyness and 
evasiveness on the subject. 

Ultimately, Hiroshima, Mon Amour is 
more an essay than a story. It is made up of 
many jagged fragments of memory and 
history that, for a time at least, made up a 
beautiful jigsaw puzzle. Anyone even 
remotely interested in the sheer art of the 
cinema cannot afford to pass up this work 
of exquisite taste and craftsmanship.

VLADIMIR HOROWITZ— 
THE LAST ROMANTIC ххх

Titling this presentation The Last Roman- 
tic may be overstating the case, but this 
documentary about pianist Horowitz offers so 
many touching moments, and exudes such a 
sense of the end of an era and pianistic tradi- 
tion, that one forgives the hyperbole. 

The Maysles brothers came into Horowitz’s 
life at a crucial juncture. He had gone into 
another self-imposed retirement after a series 
of disastrous recitals, and there was the real 
possibility that he might never again play in 
public. He was coaxed into performing П 
pieces, ranging from Bach to Moszkowski, for 
the cameras in his living room, as well as to 
talk about his experiences and encounters with 
the likes of Scriabin, Rachmaninoff and 
Toscanini. Thus, in a way, the Maysles helped 
to pave the way for the Horowitz trip to 
Moscow that landed him on the cover of Time 
magazine and inspired a ViRA award-winning 
video program. 

The soundtrack to this follow-up, released 
last year, offered little pleasure. But hearing 
the selections in the context of this documen- 
tary, with the camera close in on those 
remarkable hands—focusing sometimes just 
on the fingertips hitting the keys—everything 
comes together: Horowitz behind closed 
doors, as it were, surrounded by all the art- 
work and memorabilia he has collected over 
the years, and in the presence of his wife and 
constant companion, Wanda. In fact, Wanda 
emerges as something of a co-star—a woman 
who has devoted her life to this mercurial, 
temperamental keyboard wizard, who has 
lived through the good years and all the bad.

BILLY IDOL: VITAL IDOL ж ж

Poseur came into vogue with punk and 
might have been coined to describe Billy 
Idol. He's an accomplished musician with 
no stylistic loyalty. After the Sex Pistols 
defined punk, Idol found his first niche with 
Generation X, an early power-pop punk 
group, now all but forgotten except for Idol 
and “Dancing with Myself.” When the 
punks rejected pop, Billy moved sideways 
and donned the trappings of heavy metal. He 
just as quickly abandoned that sound but 
adopted metal's visual cliches, presumably 
for purposes of audience recognition. Refer- 
ring to his trademark expression, one ad 
calls this tape “sneer delight.” But, even 
with some premier directors in tow, the un- 
varying pose results in sheer boredom. 

The rub is that half of his fans come for 
his snarl, shadowboxing and leather-clad 
chorus, while the other half like what they 
hear—making his fans as divided as Idol 
himself. So in this home video debut we find 
Billy punching at air, sneering for sneering’s 
sake, wallowing in self-parody, wrapping 
his voice around any song he fancies and 
hinting that with video and radio, maybe 
rock fans don’t need consistency anymore. 

This compilation shows Idol moving from 
the pop metal of “White Wedding" to the 
southern rock of “Rebel Yell,’ waltzing 
through disco and country to a final Elvis- 
style ballad, *Sweet Sixteen." In that last 
one, the true dimensions of Idol's image/ 
content, visual/audio schism become 
apparent. During an otherwise intimate and 
introspective performance, Billy curls his lip 
for the camera in a recidivist—almost schizo- 

phrenic— gesture. His album Whiplash Smile 
is Idol's attempt to reconcile his ominous 
image and a musical move toward romance, 
but it’s an uneasy compromise, papering over 
an unbridgeable rift. 

Despite the efforts of such directors as 
Tobe Hooper and David Mallet, Idol's out- 
moded image dominates and undermines 





their input. The results are cliche (“Flesh 
for Fantasy"), corny ( Catch My Fall") or 
awkward (“Don’t Need a Gun"), with the 
most creative option being a headlong dive 
into self-parody (“Eyes Without a Расе").

These two cassettes are being released 
separately or boxed as a “then” and “now” 
pairing. "Then" is Streisand's third TV special, 
a free outdoor concert in New York's Cen- 
tral Park in June of 1967 (before an audience 
of 135,000). “Now” is her first public con- 
cert since then, held in September of 1986 
on the grounds of her California home (to 
a select audience of celebrity friends who 
paid $5,000 each to the Barbra Streisand Foun- 
dation for antinuclear activities and the pro- 
motion of civil liberties). 

Both programs offer a provocative balance 
of similarities and differences. In '67, Streisand 
was a newly hatched star, just finishing her 
first movie Funny Girl (based on her star- 
making Broadway hit). She obviously en- 
joys herself as she swaggers around the stage, 
showing off three changes of flowing, pastel 
colored gowns that are whipped by the summer 
winds blowing around the edges of a 
thunderstorm. She has a brash, easy rela- 
tionship with the huge crowd in front of her, 
as she ranges from skillfully projected vocal 
intimacy through precisely honed shadings, 
to broad, soaring, fully realized climaxes. 

Almost 20 years later, there is a real sense 
of intimacy on the grounds of her home and 
with an audience that is literally made up 
of friends. But the performance is much dif- 
ferent. This was a concert for a cause and 
it has an air of somberness, underlined by 
pointed introductory remarks on the possi- 
ble fate of the world and carried out by songs 
that seem persistently drab through either 
content or delivery. After a lapse of two decades 
without singing in public, Streisand's voice 
has lost the sharp, positive edge that gave 
an electric quality to her Central Park concert. 

Ironically, while Streisand was campaigning 
against nuclear destruction at the '86 con- 
cert, she was also demonstrating electronic 
destruction by replacing her huge '67 ensemble 
of live strings and horns—real musical 
instruments—with a group of eight musicians 
playing synthesizers.

oranges, golds, violets and other colors—as 
he focuses on a remarkable variety of fish, 
sea creatures, algae and coral, from the 
Caribbean to Antarctica.

Uncle Fred is a riot. He’s best known to 
adults as the creator of the Snuffy Smith comic 
strip. But dressed in his goofy beret and artist’s 
smock, he is also the loony Leonardo da Vinci 
of the ипдег-12 set. He is a fabulous art teacher. 
Forget perspective lessons, forget background 
and detail: Uncle Fred knows that kids want 
to draw animals and that they couldn’t care 
less about frills. 

For this video—the third in his series of 
home-drawing institutes for the very young— 
he has once again reduced his playful, wit- 
ty cartoon animals to easy loops, lines and 
squiggles that children at home can imi- 
tate with crayon, pencil or marker. So clear 
are Uncle Fred's instructions, so simple are 
the elements to which he has reduced the 
ostrich, parrot, dolphin, penguin and other 
exotic fauna here, that even most five-year- 
olds (who often find it hard to get arms and 
legs in the right place when they're draw- 
ing freehand), will be able to end up with 
satisfying finished products. 

Uncle Fred doesn't just draw, though. He 
also laughs, tells jokes and narrates silly clips 
of his animal models in the wild. Unfortunately, 
his instructions and sketches sometimes go 
a bit too quickly. So keep your freeze-frame 
control handy. This quibble aside, the pro- 
gram is superb. My kids not only drew up 
a storm the first time we ran the tape, but 
they've gone back to the tape repeatedly since 
then. Uncle Fred clearly loves kids and in 
our household at least, the feeling is mutual.

Mail-order advertisers in Video Review offer a large variety of video and consumer electronics products at some of the most at- 
tractive prices available anywhere. 

The Direct Marketing Association in coopration with the Federal Trade Commission has developed tips to help consumers with 
mail-order purchasing. 





1. Before ordering, be sure you under- 
stand the company’s return policy. Read 
the advertisement carefully and make sure 
everything is spelled out in detail. 


2. Find out if warranties, shipping, 
handling and insurance costs are includ- 
ed in the quoted price. Does the price as 
listed include a rebate? 


3. Keep a record of your order in- 
cluding: the company’s name, address and 
phone number and information about the 
item you purchased. Save your canceled 
check or a copy of your money order. 


4. If you order by telephone and use a 


credit card, be sure to keep the same 
detailed information. 


5. Never send cash through the mail. 
Send a check or money order. Many com- 
panies also accept credit card charges, but 
then special credit rules apply. 


6. If merchandise is damaged, contact 
the mail-order company immediately. If 
you’re asked to return the product, get a 
shipping receipt. 


7. If you return merchandise for any rea- 
son, always get a receipt from the shipper. 


8. If you don't receive your order be- 


cause your package is lost in transit, the 
mail-order company should take respon- 
sibility for tracing it. 


©. If your prepaid order doesn't arrive 
when promised, you may cancel the order 
and get a full refund. If the company didn't 
give you a delivery date in its solicitation, 
the company must ship your order within 
30 days of receipt. 


ТО. 1f you cancel a mail-order purchase 

charged on your credit card, the seller 
must credit your account within one bill- 
ing cycle following receipt of your 
cancellation request.

The Federal Trade Commission's Promulgation of Trade Regulation Rule, state laws and US postal laws govern sales through the mail. 


THE FTC’S MAIL-ORDER RULE: 


* The seller must ship your order when 
promised in the ad. 

® If no shipment or delivery time is pro- 
mised, the seller must ship no later than 30 
days after receiving your order. 

If the seller is unable to ship your order 
when promised (or within the 30-day 
limit), you have the right to cancel your 
order and get a prompt refund. 


HOW THE RULE WORKS 





If the promised shipping date or the 
30-day period cannot be met, the seller 


must send you an “option notice.” This 
notice tells you the new shipping date, and 
gives you the option of either canceling 
your order and getting a full refund or 
agreeing to the new shipping date. Instruc- 
tions on how to cancel your order must be 
included in this notice. The seller also must 
provide a free way for you to reply. 

If you agree to the delay date given in the 
first notice but the seller cannot meet the 
new shipping date, the seller must send you 
a second option notice. Your order will be 
canceled automatically unless you sign 
your consent on the second notice and 
return it to the seller. 


If a prepaid order is canceled, the seller 
must mail your refund within seven 
business days. If you charged your pur- 
chase, the seller must adjust your account 
within one billing cycle. 


EXCEPTIONS

Pickup Device: This component, whose task 
is to convert the image taken in by a cam- 
corder’s lens into electronic impulses, comes 
in two varieties: tube (with such names as 
Newvicon and Saticon) and semiconductor 
(CCD or MOS). The former type, crafted of 
glass, performs slightly better under low- 
light conditions, but is more prone to image 
lag, and is more susceptible to permanent 
harm from bright lights. (Image lag describes 
the line of blurred light that occurs across the 
screen as the lens moves away from a light.) 
The latter variety is less effective in low-light 
environments, but is nearly indestructible, 
and not prone to image lag. 

Viewfinder: There are currently two 
varieties of viewfinder: optical and elec- 
tronic. Both allow you to see what you’re 
shooting while you’re shooting. Only the 
electronic variety—which is actually a tiny 
black-and-white TV set—allows you to view 
tapes you’ve already shot. 

Continuous White Balance: This feature 
helps ensure real-looking flesh tones—and 
other colors. 

Automatic Iris: By controlling the amount 
of light entering the camera, this feature en- 
sures that all shots are properly exposed. 

Fade: This features makes for smooth, 
automatic fade-ins and fade-outs at the push 
of a small button. 

Titler: Also known as a character generator, 
this device allows you to create titles and 
superimpose them on the images you’ve 
already shot. 


ASK BEFORE YOU BUY ... 


• What automatic features are included? 
Under this umbrella would be such conven- 
iences as automatic focus, powered zoom, 
white balance and iris. Automatic functions 
make it easier to pick up your camcorder and 
shoot, without fiddling around for five 
minutes (while Junior stops doing whatever 
cute thing he'd been doing). There's another 
side to the instant gratification coin, though. 
If you're a budding Brian DePalma, with vi- 
sions of mood shots, soft focus and day-for- 
night scenes dancing in your head, you'll 
want to be able to override the automatic 
features. Otherwise you'll be stuck with an- 
noyingly "perfect" movies. 

* Can I play tapes through the camcorder? 
Generally, the answer is yes. But with all 
Beta models and some VHS-C and 8mm 
camcorders, the answer is no. If you don't 
have a VCR on which to view your videos 
this is a significant question. Playback abili- 
ty also helps in the field, allowing you to 
check out the last scene in the viewfinder 
before shooting the next. 

• How does it feel? Unlike a УСК, a cam- 
corder must be carried, aimed and operated 
in your hands (or on your shoulder or a 
tripod).

• What audio features are included? 
Audio is the strong suit of most A/V 
receivers. Indeed, many models are simp- 
ly AM/FM receivers with varying measures 
of video switching capabilities. Others in- 
clude all manner of sonic options, such as 
equalizers, surround-sound decoders and 
synthetic stereo imaging. If your goal is to 
create an authentic “home theater" effect 
for your video, make sure the receiver you 
choose has the desired capability. 

* What video features are included? An 
А/У receiver can do a lot more than make 
it easy to dub from deck A to deck B. 
Increasing numbers of receivers are capable 
of tuning in, enhancing and otherwise pro- 
cessing video signals. Enhancement and 
color processing circuitry can boost the 
detail, color, hue, brightness and contrast 
of your video.

e What if I only want TV tuning and 
amplification? If all the fancy sight, sound 
and switching options leave you disin- 
terested—but you need a device that tunes in 
and amplifies TV signals—just look for a 
television tuner or receiver. 

* Does it come with a programmable 
remote? If you plan to use your A/V 
receiver as the heart of a full-blown A/V 
system, it pays to have a remote with which 
to activate it. Programmability will allow 
you to tailor commands to your needs. 

e [5 it upgradable? It may meet your 
requirements now, but what about expanding 
an A/V receiver's features in the future? If 
you think you may want to upgrade (1.e., add 
surround sound), buy a unit that can be up-

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Why Women Do

And another thing (read- 
ers can picture thousands of 
female fingers poking into 
one male chest), there are 
Garr's contentions that 
women are in love with low technology and that we only care 
about our equipment's color. Even if these charges were true, 
I'd much prefer to suffer from these ailments than to be, as 
he calls himself, “а sucker for graphic equalizers and gear 
with lots of flashing diodes." It's these kinds of suckers who 
get hurt in the wallet, paying hundreds of extra dollars for 
equipment that may (at least to the male eye) look cooler, but 
gives not an ounce of extra performance.

ly be fully fathomed after at least perusing the directions. 
Maybe it’s due to our inherited capability for following 
recipes, or perhaps merely to a higher level of intelligence, 
but women are a lot better at this activity. 

It’s the third round, and the champion is flagging. 
He’s been hit hard from all sides and his logic is visibly 
skewed. He’s been hit where it hurts—particularly in the ego 
and in the wallet. This can’t go on—the ref stops the fight and 
looks to the judges, who are reviewing the fight on their pastel- 
toned mini-T Vs. The judges have made their decision, and the 
ladies of the free world are the new champions.
